“CONSTITUTIONAL =AMBADMENTS 


The Fourteenth and Proposed 
Fifteenth Articles. 


We have been requested to publish 
these amendmentse—the Fourteenth, as 
already declared to have beea adopted, 
and the’ Fifteentb, as proposed to the 
S:ates for ratification. As importen' in- 
formation, in attempting to arrive at any 
true and wise solution of the question, 
we suggest to those who wish to preserve 
such mattersin memory or in memo- 
randa, to set aside an extra paper: 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Srorion 1. All persons born or natu- 
ralized in tae United States, and subjset 
to the jurisdiction thereo’, are citiz+ne of 
the (nited S'ates and of the State where- 
in they reside. No State shall make or 
enforces any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunitics of cit'z +06 of 
the United States; nor shall any State 
deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property, withon: due process of law, nor 
deny to apy person within ite jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the laws. 

Sec. 2. Representatives aball be appor- 
tioned amung the several States accord- 
ing to their respec ive numbere, coust- 
ing the whole number of persons in each 
State, excluding lodisus not texed. But
